West End city governments are tying up the loose ends of legislation to 
meet a July 1 deadline allowing installation of mobile homes in single- 
family zoned neighborhoods. 

A new state law prevents municipalities from prohibiting the siting of 
mobile homes and manufactured housing on single family lots in an effort to 
provide more affordable housing units. 

The cities are, however, allowed to draw certain guidelines and some 
limitations as to the areas considered compatible with mobile homes. 

All local city councils have had at least a first reading outlining their ap- 
proach to the problem. While most have been passed relatively easily, there 
have been some protests about the manner in which the legislation was 
handled at the state level. 

‘I feel we're in a position where the state is pushing us up against a wall 
with something we don’t want to do,” said Upland City Council member Ina 
Petokas at a recent meeting. 

She said she wasn’t totally in favor of the drafted resolution, but realized 
if some sort of control was not approved by July 1 when the new law 
becomes effective, applicants would be allowed to install mobile homes on 
any single family zoned lot in the city. 

Most area cities have taken the approach of an overlay zone or of limiting 
the size of lots considered appropriate, such as Upland and Rancho 
Cucamonga. 

Mobile homes will be subject to many of the same restrictions as conven- 
tional housing. Cities may govern the roof overhang and the type of roofing 
and siding material to help blend the manufactured house in with surroun- 
ding homes. 

The mobile homes must also be on a permanent foundation. 

Cities have taken other steps to help control the end product and and ease 
the introduction of mobile homes into conventional neighborhoods. 

Montclair is cleaning up several city ordinances and has formed a com- 
mittee comprised of city, chamber of commerce and water district officials 
to examine plans before they are sent to the Planning Commission 

Upland is taking advantage of a relocation ordinance, which will apply to 
the installation of any finished house — be it a mobile home, manufactured 
house or conventional home that is moved from another lot — which governs 
appearance 

Some cities are anticipating mobile home housing tracts, while others ex- 
pect more of an infill situation, where the mobile homes would be installed 
on empty lots in established neighborhoods. 

Proponents of the legislation argue that a well-regulated mobile home will 
upgrade older neighborhoods where housing has been torn down or remov- 
ed, and financial conditions have made it difficult for new housing to be 
built. 


Water delivery 
system devised 


100 years ago

Most West End residents turn on the tap at their sinks with barely a 
thought as to where the water comes from. Few realize how dependent they 
are on the foresight and planning of the Chaffey brothers 100 years ago. 

The Chaffeys are credited with many innovations in developing the 
original Ontario Colony, which encompassed most of present-day Upland 
and Ontario. ‘ 

Yet it is their comprehensive water system that is perhaps their most en- 
during contribution to this area. 

“The water system in our area is really unique,’’ said Charles Thomas, 
general manager of the San Antonio-West End Operating Co., which runs 
the San Antonio Water Co. and the West End Consolidated Water Co. 

‘‘Most of the wells in our system were drilled around 1900, and we still use 
the same basic system. All we do today is maintain it and add to it — it all 
couldn't be done without the work the Chaffeys did.’’ 

The San Antonio Water Co. enjoys a particularly colorful history. The 
heart of the system, which will celebrate its 99th birthday in October, lies in 
a 3,000-foot tunnel that burrows beneath San Antonio Canyon. Dug by 
Chinese coolies for a salary of 15 cents per hour, the tunnel collects sub- 
terranean mountain water for use by foothill residents. 

The system uses gravity to transport the water downhill, prompting 
Thomas to call it a nearly ‘‘free’’ source, without need for pumps or other 
sophisticated equipment. 

“That water goes through a natural filtration system, through the sand 
and rocks into the tunnel,’ he said. ‘‘It’s absolutely pure water. The first 
time it ever touches metal is here at the mouth of the San Antonio Canyon.” 

Thomas said the two water companies also utilize three basins similar to 
underground lakes. The basins collect surface water as it percolates 
hrough the soil, and the water companies drill into the basins and pump the 
water to the surface. The largest of these basins, the Chino Water Basin, is 
also the largest known in the state. 

Thomas, who has worked for the water district 28 years, including 18 
years as general manager, said the system worked out by the Chaffeys still 
holds up even under the current laws. 

“T can’t tell you the amount of respect I have for those men,” he said. 

When the Chaffeys were developing the Ontario Colony, it was common 
practice to sell water rights to a parcel of land along with the land itself. As 
a result, the water companies in the area generally had sister companies 
designed to acquire land. 

The Chaffeys changed the system, allowing land to be sold to other 
owners, while the water companies retained water rights and easements 
on the land. 

In 1967, five companies joined in a partnership, the San Antonio-West End 
Operating Co. The companies included the San Antonio Water Co., the San 
Antonio Land Co., the West End Consolidated Water Co., the West End Land 
Co. and the Mountain View Land Co. 

Thomas said the cooperative efforts cut operating expenses for the com-

panies. He serves as general manager of the entire operation. 

He said the land companies have been selling off their holdings over the 
past 20 years, since it is no longer necessary to the operation of the water 
companies. He estimated the partnership still holds about 3,000 acres in the 
area, most of which is in San Antonio Canyon. 

As a private company, the organization is run by a board of directors 
elected by stockholders. The city of Upland now owns roughly 80 percent of 
the stock in the San Antonio Water Co., and nearly 60 percent in the West 
End Consolidated Water Co. 

Thomas said the city is continuing to buy stock as it becomes available, 
and anticipates the companies will eventually become wholly owned by the 
city. 

The seven-member board has four local landowners, primarily in the 
agricultural field, and three men, including the mayor, from the city of 
Upland. 

Mayor John McCarthy and Councilman Al Canestro, both board members, 
must occasionally abstain on a council item involving the water companies 
due to a potential conflict of interest.

powered pumps. Comprised of five other land and water companies, 
the organization has nearly 50 wells scattered throughout the area. 


The other major stockholders in the companies are local gravel 
operations, which lease land from the operating company. " 

As a mutual company, all profits are channeled to’ stockholders. 

Thomas explained that the primary function of the gravel companies 
originally was to dig holes to use as holding areas for the water. 

“No one realized the gravel operations would turn into such big business 
themselves,’’ said Thomas. 

He said many longtime residents of the area are unaware of the large 
spreading grounds for water in many of the area gravel companies. He 
pointed to a claw-like protrubance sticking out of the water in a pit at the 
Pacific Rock and Gravel Co. in Upland. 

“That digger was buried when the water rose in 1968,” he said. “It’s a 
couple of stories high. The water hasn’t gone down enough since then to be 
able to pull it out.” 

Thomas said he has never tired of working with the water companies, and 
meeting the challenges of dry seasons and floods. 

‘That's the story of the water business,”’ he said. ‘‘You’re either fighting 
to get it — or fighting to get rid of it.”

Upland council ends cable firm franchise

After nearly a year of public 
hearings, the Upland City Council 
last week revoked the cable 
television franchise for Acton 
CATV, on grounds of inadequate 
service. 

The move may leave many city 
residents without any cable 
television facilities at all, and could 
potentially result in a lawsuit with 
the communications firm. Upland 
council members stressed, 
” however, that they thought the firm 
-% 


was given ample opportunity to 
correct the problems and that 
revocation was the most suitable 
action. 

Monday was the fourth time since 
July 1980 irate residents approached 
the council regarding the firm’s 
performance. 

Acton CATV manages the local 
company of Upland Enterprises, 
which serves roughly 300 city 
residents and others in the San 
Antonio Heights area. 

The council consjdered various 
alternatives to revoking he 


franchise, ingluding the 
establishment of stringent 
guidelines by which to gauge 
performance or the adoption of a 
wait-and-see attitude to allow the 
firm more time to update its 
system. 

They found that it would not be 
feasible for Theta Cabie Television 
or another company to operate in 
the same coverage area, as there is 
not enough space on power lines to 
accommodate further business. 

The council finally determined in 
a 3-1 vote to revoke agge's right to 


operate in the city. Mayor John 
McCarthy was absent, and Mayor 
Pro Tem Ina Petokas voted against 
the move, voicing her concem over 
leaving residents with no cable 
service at all. 

Residents at the meeting urged 
the council to take action and not 
postpone the decision further. 

Most said they experienced no 
improvement in their reception or 
service, despite measures 
reportedly taken by the firm 
outlined by Clayton Graham, 
regional manager for Acton.

When asked by 
Councilman Frank Carpenter if she 
would mind going without service 
for up to 1% years until a new 
company could install equipment, 
she said she received virtually no 
service now.

Cultural ftunds to be available 


New programming funds for 
performing and visual arts 
organizations will be augmented 
this year with grants totaling 
$42,000 from the Inland Empire 
Cultural Foundation, reports Dr. 
Larry Burgess, chairman of a 
foundation ad hoc committee 
monitoring a special fund. 

“This funding is in addition to the 
allocations which have already been 
announced,’’ Burgess said in 
reference to $231,021 already 
allocated to 20 arts organizations 
which now are members of the 
foundation. 

This fund of $42,000 was held in a 
special reserve established by the 
foundation board last December. It 
was intended for allocations for new 
programming conceived after Oct. 
31, 1980, when the time for regular 
programming applications ran out, 
Burgess explained. 

“The funds are earmarked for 
entirely new projects,’ Burgess 
said. ‘‘Any projects or 
programming which came into 
being after that date will be 
considered eligible if submitted by

which is a non-profit corporation or 
association currently exempt from

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Agency 
will buy 
d parcels

The Chino Redevel- 
opment Agency Tuesday 
night agreed to spend near- 
ly $800,000 for the acquisi- 
tion of five parcels, even if 
it takes court action, to help 
a developer build a major 
shopping center in the cen- 
ter of the city. 

The parcels are on the 
east side of Central Avenue 
between Walnut Avenue and 
the Pomona Freeway. The 
major tenant in the shop- 
ping center will be a Gemco 
Department Store. 

Harry Weinroth, director 
of community development, 
told the redevelopment 
agency that the developer. 
Business Properties, has 
been unable to acquire the 
five parcels from their own- 
ers who want twice the 
price the city is willing to 
pay. 

He said the parcels, a 
gasoline station, a dairy and 
three old homes, have cre- 
ated a blighted condition in 
the area and are not compa- 
tible with the type of use 
provided by a shopping cen- 
ter 


Weinroth said the five 
parcels now pay a total of 
$5,269 in property taxes. If 
the shopping center is built, 
the parcels would generate 
more than $100,000 a year in 
property taxes, and the 
shopping center would yield 
an additional $180,000 a year 
in sales taxes, he esti- 
mated. The property taxes 
would be used to pay back 
the city’s cast of acauisi- 


tion 


Plans call for the redevel- 
opment agency to buy the 
parcels for $719,250, and 
then spend another $75,700 
for clearance and reloca- 
tion. Then the city would 
sell to Business Properties 
the residual land for 
$287 570 


Part of the agreement 
provides that Business 
Properties pay all the costs 
of widening the two avenues 
and the construction of re- 
lated facilities, estimated 
to cost about $300,000 


‘Thus, it can be seen that 
the city’s cost of some $508,- 
000 to acquire the prop- 
erties will be recaptured 
within a short time,”’ Wein- 
roth declared. ‘‘In addition, 
traffic conditions along 
Central and Walnut avenues 
would be improved signifi- 
cantly at no cost to the 
city 


Weinroth said he would 
continue to negotiate with 
the owners, but added that 
if the negotiations proved 
fruitless, the city would 
start condemnation action 
in court 


The shopping center is 
the first of two to be built 
along the south side of the 
freeway. Similar plans are 
under consideration by the 
Borba family which owns 
the property to the east of 
Business Properties 


Although the two projects 
would be separate there is 
agreement that they would 
complement each other

get Jump on 


campaign funds

Challengers looking toward elections more than a year away will find 
three local incumbents with important head starts in campaign funding. 
State Sen Ruben Ayala, D-32nd District, and West End Supervisors Cal 
McElwain and Robert Townsend — all of whom last ran in 1978 — reported

surpluses as of the end of 1980. 


Ayala’s campaign cup runneth over. The Chino Democrat showed a sur- 
plus of $131,490 69 with no outstanding debts. For the six-month period en- 
ding Dec. 31, Ayala’s major source of campaign income was not con- 


tributions, but interest from high-yield bank deposits. 


Interest earnings totaled $10,503.96 for his campaign funds. 
McElwain — whose district includes Rancho Cucamonga, Upland and 


part of Ontario — showed a surplus of $30,062.12. 


Townsend reported a surplus of $20,371.76. His district includes Chino, 


Montclair and part of Ontario. 


Both Ayala and Townsend benefited from easy races in 1978. Ayala 
trounced his Republican opponent by nearly 25 percent, and Townsend had 


no opposition other than from a write-in candidate. 


Their first campaign disclosure statements after the November 1978 elec- 
tion showed Ayala with a balance of some $64,270 and Townsend with more 


than $13,500 left over. 


McElwain, however, ended the 1978 campaign with a deficit of almost 
$11,400 after defeating incumbent Supervisor Joe Kamansky. 
He erased that deficit last year and was the most active of the three in- 


cumbents in fund raising during the last half of 1980. 


The supervisor reported $34,497 in contributions during the period. His ex- 
penditures came to $4,906.47, and he started the year with $2,002.57 in out- 


standing debts. 


During the 1978 campaign, McElwain sharply criticized Kamansky for 
receiving heavy contributions from building and development interests. 

Contributors identified as developers or contractors in his most recent 
statement accounted for $19,099, more than half the total contributions he 


received during the six months 


McElwain has learned firsthand one of the basic lessons of politics: In- 
cumbents generally have much easier time of raising money than their 


challengers 


Noting that his views have not changed since his election, McElwain said, 
“This is something that apparently is natural when you come into office.” 
He said that the same people who made contributions last year were in- 


vited to fund-raisers in 1978 and did not attend.

Area Methodists collect $205,000 


Officials at area United 
Methodist churches report 
they have collected nearly 
$205,000 in pledges and con- 
tributions toward payment 
of a $21 million settlement 
to elderly residents of 
church-administered Pacif- 
ic Homes 

Churches in the Pacific 
and Southwest Annual Con- 
ference agreed to raise 
funds to pay the out-of-court 
settlement approved last 
December by elderly resi- 
dents of five retirement 
homes and four convales- 
cent care hospitals oper- 
ated by Pacific Homes, a 
non-profit corporation 
whose board of directors for 
many years was selected by 
Methodist church officials. 

A class-action suit was 
filed on behalf of Pacific 
Homes residents, including 
several from Claremont 
Manor, after operators of 
the retirement facilities at- 
tempted to increase fees for 
housing, food and medical 
care. Most residents had 
prepaid a one-time fee in 
exchange for life-long care. 

Of the $21 million set- 
tlement, $5.3 million will go 
to retirement home resi- 
dents for damages and $9.5 
million will be used to oper- 
ate the homes and subsidize 
residential care. 

A total of $4.3 million has 
been allocated to the resi- 
dents’ attorneys and $1.9 


million is reserved for 
bankruptcy fees. Pacific 
Homes Corp. filed bank- 


ruptcy in 1977 after exhaust- 
ing all possibilities of 
putting the homes back on 
their feet. 

Reasons cited for the fi- 
nancial failure of the cor- 
poration were inflation, 
longer lifespans of residents 
and management problems. 

Bishop Jack M. Tuell es- 
tablished a plan calling for

some 500 churches in the 
conference to pay $10 mil- 
lion toward the settlement. 
Sources of the remainder 
are $7 million in national 
loans, $2 million from 
churches nationwide, $1 
million from the conference 
budget and $1 million from 
interest on money deposited 
in the settlement fund by 
December of this year.
